He got a 
grin and attempted to dereiid the premises but it 
lalled to go off. The murderers thereupon shot him 
down, putting tlurty bucfoliot in his body. He is 
not dead, and there is some nope or his recovery 
The daughter ot Neil ran up stairs to get a 
pistol ror her brother, and on her return wuh it 
was sliot and batlly wounded. Another daughter 
also grown, managed to escape by way or the yard 
to a neighbor's house without being hurt, and she 
gave the alarm. Old Mrs. McLeod, tbclr mother 
was shotjin the arm and badly ir not fatally hurt' 
The wounded daughter, In addition to being shot, 
was gashed about the head with a bowie Kniie 
These were tne only persons on the plantation at 
the time or the butchery. 


The murderers, arter accomplishing their bloodv 
work, robbed tlie house, taking $200, a quantity o"r 
clothing, provisions, jewelry and valuables. The old 
men were buried last Friday. There have been no 
arrests as yet, though suspicion rests on certain des- 
peradoes in the nelsrhborhood.

Theodore D. Jurey et al, vs. Sertey Hart, el a.— 


The plaintiffs in this case are twenty-ais In number, 
and are residents of South Carolina, Th3 defendants 
were a firm in tills citv during the war. and acted 
as aszents for the plaintifls in certain commercial 
transactions.1 


The suit is brought to obtain an accounting and 
settlement with defendants. The plaintiiTs alleging 
that Hart, as principal of the firm, has converted 
large amounts of their property to h's own use. The 
defendants denied all the allegations made by plain- 
tills, except that they have $2^000 in notes and two 
lots of laud m Brooklyn, wiiich are held for the ben- 
efit of plaintiffs. 
The defendants, for a separate defence, averred 
that plaintiffs were incorporated for the purpose of 
exporting the goods in question in violation of 
Blockade regulations, which business being illegal 
they could not recover. 
The plaintuis demurred to this as not a legal de- 


fence. 
Judge Ingraham has decided in favor or plaintiffs 
on the demurrer.

•who was convicted of assault and battery upon Miss 
Mattte Alore, was yesterday brought up for sentence. 


Becorder Hackett, in passing judgment, said:— 


The complainant in this case, of her own accord, 
first preferred the charge against the prisoner. She 
made it belieung it was just. She then acted of 
her own free will, ller complaint caused the arrest 
of the prisoner. If her first storv was true he was 
attempting 
an outrage, amounting to (prac- 
tically considered) an attempt to commit 
a 
rape. He was accordingly arrested, aud both 
complainant and prisoner attended before the 
magistrate, 
where, 
by some 
means, 
either 
of persuasion or threats, or both, and certainly of a 
reward of money, she withdrew her complaint. The 
outrage, whether great or small, did not lapse into a 
mere private case between the parties, but by reason 
or public report acquired publicity. The public 
mind became alive to these considerations:—L That 
a woman made a complaint. 2. That it caused an 
arrest. 3. rlut the magistrate allowed it to be with- 
drawn. 4. That money was paid, and improperly, 
to accomplish a condonemcut of the offence. The 
question ol immunity became a theme necessarily 
•mih the prl-oner's associates. The question oi ex- 
ample became discussed la tne community. Public 
authorities deemed it advisable to prosecute. A 
Grand Jury heard the woman's story. She was alone 
•With that tribunal where she might speak: freely and 
voluntarily and without compulsion. She must 
liaveso spjken or the Grand Jury would uot have 
uid.cted. They did, however, indict, which was the 
voice of twelve men. Jt she did tell her story 
of compensation, then notwithstanding her story of 
compensation, they Indicted, wnich is a view still 
B rouger ror the peopU;. 
You, ilcGrath, were 
arraigned upon the mdictme.'it thus round. Upon 
the trial, and without evidence eiven In your be- 
half, yon admitted tne offence as charged. Now, 
what do you offer la mitigation of sentence. No: 
evidence of previous good character—and your omis- 
sion in this respect must be taKen against you—but 
you endeavor to show that the complainant was at 
the time of the commission of your offence a prosti- 
tute, and, further, yon snow that tne magistrate dis- 
missed the charge, with, the complainant's consent.

one another: how do they stand before the 
public? To condone this offence from tiie bench 
will be:—first, to gi\e premium to crime; .-ecoad, 
to give immunity to a bad man; tnird, to set a 
bad example to his associates; fourth, to convert 
public prosecutions into quasi private suits, Where 
the law allows settlements it contemplates intelli- 
gent discretion. The magistrate must consent, and, 
consent being necessary, denial is proper aad tus- 
cretiunary. it seems then, a priori, that even when 
parties consent in such cases that a magistiate may 
deny. Hence the law contemplates cases m which 
the magistrate may protect ths public, and even the 
•weak and unwary private party against tLe public 
consequences or the private insufficiency of the set- 
tlement. The more abandoned a woman is the 
greater the crime (when confessed) of assaulting 
Her.

character. Her bad character Invites outrage be- 
cause a defendant can meanly and cowardly in- 
trench himself behind that as a lever against her 
very credibility.

Her very loas of self-respe:t and sense of 
degradation perhaps may mike her amenable to 
cheap purchases of prosecution. Under all the cir- 
cumstances of this case I do not feel jnsiiaad in 
imposing the severest penalty of the law, which 
provides a punishment ot a year in the Penitentiary 
and the imposition or a one of $250 ror the offence 
of wnich you stand convicted, but my convictions of 
<Iut^ require me to sentence you to six months' im- 
prisonment in the Penitentiary.

Progress of Operations— Commencement of 


TnnucIliuB— Tlie Aputby of New York— 
Wbnt is Needed. 
AKhougU there is an occasional lull in the reports 


Cora E?!i Gate, ypt there is none in tlie work to 
clear tue cnannei at iuat point of all obstructions to 
navigations. After the successful Blowing up, at 
one tremendous explosion, or Blossom Rock in the 
harbor of San Francisco, au impression began to 
gain ground thac a similar procedure might very 
soon rid tbe Sound of tnose formidable obstacles- 
rocks, whirls, eddies anu rapid currents— which BO 
often prove destructive to salliD g vessels, and not 
rarely even to craft propelled by steam. But the 
difference between the work which was to be per- 
formed at San Francisco and that on which engi- 
neering skill is now being tried here was pointed 
out several weeks ago by the HERALD, aud also the 
fact that to attempt a comparison between Blossom 
Roefc, with its 6,000 cubic yards of soft sandstone 
and hundreds of thousands of cubic yards of hard 
gneiss at Hell Gate, was entirely out ot the question. 
The consequence is that the eager wishes or many 
people, based upon and inspired by highly colored 
repoits of the achievement al San Francisco— 
which was undoubtedly a splendid one, even nnder 
the favorable circumstances — became calmed; but 
the engineers in charge of the worse did steadily pro- 
gress onward, nevertheless, with such rapidity as 
tne limited means at their command would allow 
them.

THE LEVEL BEACHED, 
. m a former description or the operations at Hal- 
lett's Point — there being nothing done at any other of 
the rocks of Hell Gate at present— it was stated that 
a shaft was being sunk through the solid rock and 
tlie whole width of the coffer dam to the full depth 
or level to which it is intended to excavate the chan- 
nel — that is, twenty-five feet below mean low water. 
It is oulv within the past week that tills level has 
been reached, to do which over six thousand cliblc 
yards of solid gneiss, the hardest kind 6f rock, bad 
to be gradually removed— more thttu all of Blossom 
Rock contained. This was done to coma down to 
tne actual bottom of the future channel, and irom 
here tne tunnelling, or rather excavating process, has 
now begun. For the present but one "chamber" 
will be opened under the rocs, though five or six in 
ail wi.l be made hereafter. The«e will be con- 
nected with each other by side galleries, which will 
be gradually enlarged until the whole inner body of 
the entire roc^y promontory at Hallett's Point, com- 
prising about 00,000 cubic yards, saall have been re- 
moved, leaving but a crust of sufficient thickness 
and with ttie required support of wooden posts 
witiiin to resist the downward and larerai pressuie 
of the waier and preserve and protect the men at 
work inside of this artificial c,ive. To litr.sh this 
will probably take about two years, w&en. the great 
"blow up" inav be expected, which, it is hnriiwi win 
"blow" that obstruction not only into tlie~'-middle 
of next week,'' but entirely beyond the reaci of re- 
volving time.

DEARTH OF FUNDS. 
There are not as many men employed In this Im- 
portant improvement at present as there should 
and could be. The close of the fiscal year 1869-70 
being near at Hand— June 30— that much or last 
year's appropriation as was available lor active opera- 
tions is nearly exhausted. Tae number of hands now 
at work were kept mainly ror the reason tnat w hen 
9nce discharged they would scatter over the coun- 
t?y"to seeK oiiie? smpjoymjtnt, and the experience 
they Have now gamed woulJ I1? lost, as new hands 
would have to begin to learn anew.

ID connection with thte subject or the dearth of 


funds available for this great and highly important 
national improvement, the remarkable apathy 
shown towards it in Congress and out of it, and even 
In this city, is somewhat astonishing. The pub islied 
official reports of the engineer ofllcers in charge of 
the wort show conclusively that if ic is to be accom- 
plished with anythlug IIKC reasonable expedi- 
tion, from a bulf 
million to a million dol- 
lars per year would be requisite, and then 
Hell Gate would afford tne safest and quickest 
passage to aud from New York harbor, within four 
years' time. With these facts made patent, it was at

ASCENpANCT Or THE wTSTlSviiK THIS EAST. 
These psrtons say that if Hell Gate were situated 
between Lakes Huron and Michigan, or would ob- 
struct navig,il(on somewhere near the confluence of 
the Miwlssippi, Missouri, Illinois anu Ohio nvcis, 
appropriations of millions would be urged and 
passed jearly, while the mere pittance of a lew 
hundred thousand Is accorded to the "hellish gate" 
which half closes Long Island Sound.

NEW YORK CONGRESSMEN. 
This complaint takes the shape that the Congres- 
sional represenlaiives of "Sew York have either not 
the influence or lack tlie persistence and unity of 
effort which is necessary to success in obtaining 
hbe-al appropriations In behalf of the work at Hell 
Gate. It is suggested that Congressmen, not only 
from this city and Brooklyn, but also of Jersey, and, 
above all, of Connecticut and Ilhode Island, and of 
the Hudson river counties 01 New York, should com- 
bine on this question and move jointly and steadily in 
the matter as one of common inteicst.

WASHINGTON, May 31, 1870. 


The St. Domingo Treaty Again Before the 
Senate— President's Message on ths Treaty. 
Tlie additional article to tie Dominican treaty, ex- 


tending toe time lot the ratification to the 1st of 
July, was submitted to tlie Senate to day. Accom- 
panying the document was a message Horn the 
President. ine first point treated is the Monroe doc- 
trine, mt!i reference to tlie West Indies islands, tie 
Spanlsn American rembucs part.cularly, anu 
generally ihe waole subje t of American domin- 
ion on this hemisphere. The message char- 
acterizes the annexation of St. Domingo 
as 


the first movement in the inauguration of the 
Monroe doctrine. Much. has been sa^ on tils sub- 
ject. It has been agitated for years, and partlcu 
larlyin late years, since this government his taken 
a more conspicuous altitude before the world. The 
opportunity offered by the express desjre of St. 
Domingo to become part of the United States, it is 
urged, should not Be lost, for It gives at once a 
peaceable ana practical solution of the Monroe doc 
trine and makes it a Hied policy. Ihe me~sage 
continues by declaring that having the acquisition 
01 St. Domingo open before the government, should 
the Senate refuse to ..ratify the Monroe doctrine be- 
comes a dead letter, and it would be a piace of tin. 
exampled presumption to s,iy that no other nation 
Bhall come In and taKe possession of or establish a 
protectorate over any of tae small independent 
States, should &«y So wish, Ihe government of the 
republic of St. Domingo Is weak and unable to sup- 
port itself any longer. It is a fact beyond ques- 
tion that some nation will have to give It a helping 
hand. 
If the United States government reject 


the offers or the Dominicans the message takes the 
ground thai we have no right to Interfere in auj- 
thmg the Dominicans might do to transfer their 
allegiance elsewhere. The message, in this position, 
clearly sets lorth the doctrine and leaves It to the 
Senate to decide whether we shall he retrogressive 
ahd retract all that has been said officially and 
otherwise on. the subject of the Monroe doctrine, or 
ratify tne treaty and take a stand In the march of 
events and the realizailon of a great destiny. 
The 
message 
also 
sets 
forth the 
value 


oi the island in. a military and naval aspect. The 
objections that the island will be a source of weak- 
ness Is urged to be without any force from a stra- 
getlc point of view. It is shown that this would be 
the kej to those two inland waters, the Gulf of Mex 
loo and the Caribbean Sea. By guarding the-e waters 
It Is explained that instead of watting for aa enemy 
to come pounding at our very doors he Is kept at a 
distance Its central position also gives the island 
a control over all those adjacent, and the presence 
of the American flag, it Is also added, would go far 
towards assuring American citizens of protection in 
all the petty States, free and dependent, whlcn are 
to be met with in the American tiopiCB. In a com 
jncrcl.il point of view the message calls attention to 
this important interest. 
The message closes by 


urging the latiflcation of the treaty, and calls in re 
view the incalculable advantages that will Inevitably 
accrue from such a desirable step. The message 
also authorizes such amendments to the treaty as it 
Is supposed will covei the principal objections that 
have hitherto been brought against it. The follow- 
ing is said to be the additional article of the treaty 
sent in to daj : — 


Additional article to the treaty between the Do 
mlnlcan republic and the United States, of the 29th 
of isoveuiber, 1809, for the annexation of that re- 
public to the United blaies — 
Whereas, pursuant to the ninth article of the 
treaty between the Dominican republic and the

As to what will be done with the treaty, now that 


It Is urged upon the Senate again by the President, 
it is not easy to ascertain. Careful inquiry does not 
show that a change-of opinion has been experienced 
by any of the Senators who formerly opposed it, 
and yet some of its friends claim that it has '-gained 
strength" and will ultimately be a success. It seems 
probable that so soon as the bandwlch Islsnds 
treaty is got out of the way an effort will be made to 
consider St. Domingo. 
'JUo Sandwich Islands Reciprocity Treaty- 


Annexation of the Hawaiian Kingdom In 
Prospect. 
The Senate went Into executive session to-day, im- 


mediately after tne morning hour, and toot np the 
reciprocity treaty with. the Sandwich Islands. Mr. 
Sumner, who is Its special champion la the Senate, 
proceeded to make aa argument to its behalf. He 
urged that the United States has now a stronger 
foothold and a larger interest in the Islands than any 
other Power. It should be the policy of the govern- 
ment to cultivate this interest and strengthen it. In 
Ms judgment tno eflfect of the treaty would De to do 
this. The Sandwich. Islsnds were tne half way house 
between the United Slates ana China; and as tne 
JPaclflo Ocean was to be our great sea It would be 
important to nave them as a naval station and as a 
«ort of marine rendezvous. Be thought the 
time was not far distant when these islands 
would be nnaer tne nag of the United States. The 
only thing that prevented annexation now was the 
fact that the King of those islands wanted them to 
remain under his government while he lived. His 
deatn, which could not ue very far distant, would be 
the signal for their annexation, to the United States. 
The ratification of this treaty would serve to encour- 
age the good fee'log which already prevails on tae 
part of the Hawa'lans towards onr government, it 
could not, In his judgment, Se any injury to onr 
commerce. The advantages or the treaty were all on 
our side. The only production of the islands that 
could possibly come Into competition with our pro- 
ductions was sugar, and lie did not think that com- 
petition would be of a character to hurt llie sugar 
growing States' or the South. Mr. Sumner laid 
great stress on the annexation features of 
the case, and pointed out the fact that me Britishers 
•were anxious to get possession of the islands to 
strengthen their commerce In the Pacific. 
He also 


described at length the prospective greatness of the 
trade between the United states and China, and 
showed that for this alone tha possession of the 
Sandwich islands would bo invaluable to ua. The 
treaty was also advocated by Senators from the 
Pacific coast. Tha Senate will go into executive 
session tomorrow, immediately after the morning 
Hour, and It is thought a vote will be reached On Hie 
treaty. Accoultng to the 'opinions ot Senators tho 
chances of Its ratification are not encouraging, it 


meets with considerable opposition from too 
Southern Senators ou account of the sugar interest, 
which it is supposed would be injured to some 
extent. If It Is carried at all it will be on account 
of the effect it Is presumed it will Dave in securing 
the annexation of the islands at some future 
day. 


Treaties Considered in Open Session. 


For the first time since the adoption of tlie new 


rules several Indian tieattes were to day considered 
In open and not in eeeiet session, as heretofore. 
These included the Miami treaty of 1S69, 
which re- 


lated to an adjustment and not a cession or, lands. 
They were all rejected. 
Mr. JLynck'i Bill for tbe Revival of American 


Commerce Killed. 


The main cause of the deieat of Lynch's bill for 


the revival of American commerce was Lynch, him- 
self. His management of the measure all along was 
marked by great weakness and bad temper; but to- 
day ne displayed those two defects la a stronger de- 
gree, if possible, tban ever. When the matter came 
up in the House tins morning there was a pretty fair 
prospect of success, but Manager Lynch got a severe 
attack of his tantrums and launched off Into petty 
little quarrels with, Tom, Dick and Harry, almost 
every five minutes, convening some friend of 
the bill into a Dltter enemy by his display of 
bad temper and lack ot judgment.

warranted 
assaults 
npon Mr. Oakford 
and 


Captain Codman, charging them either publicly 
or covertly with being pal 1 agents of the Clyde ship- 
builders, were bad enough in all conscience, but 
n hen he undertook to insinuate that some of his 
brother members on the floor were improperly influ- 
enced likewise tie crested such general indignation 
ana disgust as to k.h nis pet measure on the spot. 
What possessed Mr. Lynch to act as he did Is a puz- 
zle to his friends as well as to the outside advocates 
of the bill, who are loud in condemning him. There 
is no longer a hope tnas anything w 11 be accom- 
plished this session for tne beaeSt of American ship- 
builders. It is intended, however, to bring up the 
subject in some shape in the Senate under the lead- 
ership of Mr. Chandler, but it is not likely to amonn t 
to.'nyttung.

Ths bill provides lor the payment, by the secre- 


tary of tae Treasury, to parties building or equip- 
ping Iron ships in tbe United States solely for foreign 
ti ade and commerce, a sum of money equal In amount 
to llie duties which have been paid on such mate- 
rials at the time of impoi lat-on, and in case materials 
of Ame>i-all manufacture or pioductlon enter Into 
the construction or equipment of such vessels, a 
sum equal to what the duties on such materials 
would have been nad they been Imported; provided 
Ihatanyehipabujjt under the provisions of this act 
nmy engag6 iu the coasting trale of the United 
States upon repayment of tbe moneys which had 
been paid by the united States. AJlaiiip stored and 
coal used by such verse's on their voyages may be 
taken In bond and disposed of for su.h purposes 
free of Import and iaterml duty tax. 
The bill further provides tuat during three years 
from its passage the Secreiary of the Treasury shall 
be authored to issue American registers to Iron 
built snips of all kinds purchased by citizens of the 
United States In foreizn countries and owned by 
them, on condition that suca ships shall not be used 
or emplojed in the coastiue trade of the United 
fotates. It was referred to the Committee on Com- 
merce. 


THE PACIFIC TELEGRAPHIC CABLE. 
Mr. SUMNER, (iep.) of Mass., from the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, upon the petition of Cyrus W. 
Field for aid in establishing interoeeinlc communi- 
cation between America and Asia, reported a bill 
carrying out the ideas of the memoila ists, Incorpo- 
rating the Pacific Submarine Company and to facili- 
tate telegraph communication between America 
and Asia. He also reported another oil! on the same 
subject adversely. «• 


The corporators named In the bill are Cyrus W. 
Field, Peter Cooper, Moses Tavlor, Marshall 
O. Eoberts, Wilson, G. Hunt, Samuel F. B, Morse, 
Dudley Field, William H. Webb, of New York, and 
Darius Oden Mills, of California. It authorizes the 
construction and maintenance of one or more cables 
from Calirornia to China and Japan, either direct or 
by way of the Hawaiian or other Islands, and grants 
the-right ot way wheie the United States nave juris- 
diction. The capital stock to consist of one hundred 
thousand shares and a total oi ten millions in gold, 
with power to increase the same by vote of the 
stockholders when the who'e amount has been sub- 
scribed and paid in, which shall be within one year 
from the organization. Nine directors are to be 
elected, a majority to be cltizensof the United States, 
and no dividend shall be declared that would iinpa.r 
tne capital stock. The office of the company shall 
be either at Sew Tork or Wasttinzton, and all meet- 
ings ef the directors must be held at that office. 
Tne President is authorized to detail \essels to make 
surveys, soundings, Ac., to assist m the work. The 
Dill also provides that the government shall have 
the right to transmit annually free of charge over 
the line messages on government business to an 
amount not exceejing five lioudred thousand

THE CONGRESSIONAL DEFICIENCY BIM, 
Mr. MoRKtt.1^ (rep) of Me, called np the bill for 
supplying the deficiencies in the anproprlations for 
compensation and mileage of the members of the 
House of Representatives. 
Amendments by the Committee on Appropria- 
tions appropriating $1,400,000 p"or deficiencies in the 
appropriation for collecting customs duties, and 
$20,000 to enable the Secretary of the Treasury to pay 
special counsel, were debated. 
Mr. TKumsrjLL (rep) of III., remarked that the 
bnngineln of deficiency bil'slndlcated that the slum 
of economy lu cutting down the appropriation bills 
had been a mere(pretence. He argued that this defi- 
ciency of almost a million and a h.ar was enormous. 
The figures showed that the collection of the surplus 
revenue for tbe first half of the present fiscal year 
cost seven per cent more than its collection la the 
first six months of the preceding year. The excess 
of the appropriation asked for to collect customs 
revenue for the present year was nearly a million, 
dollars greater than the amount asked for last 
year. He de=lred to Know the reason of the extraor- 
dinary increase. 
Mr MOBRILL, (rep ) of Tt, said the Secretary of 
the Treasury certainly would not spend one dollar 
beyond the amount authorized by law. He depre- 
cated the apparent Impeachment of tho Secretary 
by the Senator from Illinois 


Mr TBtraiBULL said he had the utmost confidence 
In the Secretary, but desired a satisfactory explana- 
tion for the large deficiency to which the attention 
of the Senate had been called. 
Mr. MOBKIIL, (rep.) of Me., stated as a reason 
assigned by the Secretary of the Treasury for the In- 
creased expense in collecting the customs that there 
bad Deen an Increase of thirteen or fourteen millions 
In the revenue from thld source He had not asked 
the secretary to go into details, as he supposed him 
to be an honest man. 
" Mr. CASSEBLT, <aem) of CaL, argued that the 
promises of the secretary to show Increased collec- 
tions and reduced expenditures nad not been ful- 
filled, instead of a saving of one million, as repre- 
sented, there was an excess of expenditure of half a 
million in the collection of customs. 
The amendments of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions were agreed to and the bill then passed. 


BIUl PASSED OVBB THE PRESIDENT'S VETO. 
The bill for tne relief of Rollin White, returned by 
the President with his objections, was debated, Mr. 
SAroasrjKY remaiking that the message of the 
President in returning the bill was in no sense a 
veto In the sense intended by the constitution. 
Mr CARPENTER, (rep.) of Wla., stated that the veto 
was based upon the misapprehension that the bill 
granted a new patent, whereas it only provided for 
a new trial. The patent was for a pistol Invention. 
The bill was finally passed over the President's 
objections by the constitutional two-thirds vote—yeas 
41, nays 18. 


Mr SIBWABT, (rep.) of Nev., called up the House 
joint resolution in relation to the suspension of the 
sale of certain lands in California. 
Mr. CASSEKI.Y advocated an amendment giving ac- 
tual settlers on those lands the right to enter their 
lands under the Homestead and Pre-emption laws. 
The amendment was rejected—yeas 10, nays SO. 
The bill then passed. 
At half-past ten o'clock the Senate adjourned.

REVIVAL OP AMERICAN COMMERCE. 


The House proceeded to tbe consideration in the 


morning hour of the bill to revive the navigation and 
commercial interests of the United States. 


Mr. LYNCH, (rep.) of Me., moved tne previous ques- 


tion on the bill, and pending amendments 


The previous question was seconded and the main 


question ordered. 


Mr. LTNCH proceeded to explain the substitute re- 


ported by the committee and to discuss the amend- 
ments and some of the objections made to the bni. 
He denied that the bill was conceived In the inter- 
est of any class or section. The first meeting of the 
committee had been held at the Custom House lu 
New Tors where shipowners, merchants and ship- 
builders weremot only permitted, but invited, to be 
present and give opinions and make suggestions. 
Tne proceedings were reported and Bent broad- 
cast 
over 
the 
country. 
Tne same 
rule 
has 
been followed In Boston and .Portland 
On the facts thus obtained the conclusions in the re- 
port were based. The opposition to the bill came 
principally from New York merchants -who, during 
the war, had placed their ships under tie British 
flag; from men who were interested in foreign 
steamship lines and from the subsidized azenta of tne 
Clyde ship builders. 
Mr. WOOD, (dem.) of N. Y., In reply to a remark of 
Mr. Lynch referring to him, said that lie was quite 
satisfied wlttv the substitute, except as to tho pro- 
viso to the nrstsection, which allowed iron manu- 
facturers to go directly to the public treasury and 
take money from it and put ft In their pockets. 
Heretofore the protectionists had laid the consumers 
under contribution for their special benefit, but this 
was an improvement on that old plan- 
Mr. LYNCH replied to Mr. Wood, "and proceeded to 
criticise his views as developed In Us speech on the 
subject. 


In the course of the dlacnsslon Mr. SCHEHCK made 
the point of order that the hour to which Mr. Lynch 
was entitled had been consumed by mm. 
The SPEAKER Intimated that he trould have to sus- 
tain the point of order, but appealed to Mr. sohenck 
not to insist upon it. Mr. Schenck accordinclr with- 
drew 1C, and Mr. Lynch proceeded with his remarks, 
In the course of which he made a remark which re- 
flected on the motive of the objection, 
Mr. ScHBfcCK—What do you mean by imputing 
Mr. LYNCH—I withdraw the remark, 
Mr. SCHENOK—"You ought to; it is Impertinent and 
indecent. I have acted on my own judgment in re- 


Mr. LYNCH—I withdrew the remark in order to 
save time to go on with my argument. 
At the close of the speech lurttier remarks wero 
made by Messrs. PETERS and Cox, and than tho 
House proceeded to vote on the bill and amend- 
ments proposed.

Logan, to strike out the proviso exempting from the 
provisions of the paragraph, relating lo rectifleis 
and authorizes distillers who purify or refine dis- 
tilled spuits oi tucir own pioduction In the course 
of original distillation. 
Mr. LOGAN wituarew the amendment. 
On motion of Mr. MARSHAIX, (dem ) of 111, the de- 
signation of what constitutes wholesale liquor deal- 
ers was amended by Increasing the minimum from a 
quart to a gallon. In, the course of a discussion on 
the whisTcey question Mr. MARSHALL intimated that 
the machinery for collecting the tax was ao much. 
Improved that there might be a, proposition made 
and entertained to increase the present rate ol taxa- 
tion. 
Mr. CULLOJI, (rep) of 111., argued that Instead of 
this bill reducing taxation thirty-three millions it 
should be reduced at least seventy-five mllltous, as 
there was no prospect of reducing the tariff. 
Mr. SCHENCK threw upon the low tariff men, in- 
cluding Mr. Cullom, ths responsibility for the failure 
of the Tariff bill, and said that If the majority of those 
desiring to lower the tariff had stucfc by the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Mean, that bill would have had 
before this time the sanction ol' the House, and 
would have gone to the Senate. 
Mr. BUTLEK (of Moss.) said that ne had not voted 
to lay tne Tariff bill aside until the gentleman (Mr. 
SchencL) had told the House and the country that 
he had no hope of passing It this session, and he had 
hoped that the gentleman would then bring in a 
short bill making a reduction of the tariff. He 
haa also hoped to have a, short Internal revenue bin 
reported. He would now ten that gentleman that 
he could net get through the House the pending 
long bill any more than the Tariff 
bill and 
Its consideration was only so much, time thrown 
away. He had hoped to see the income tax abol- 
ished. He Intended to ask the Honse to Instruct the 
Committee on Ways and Means to report a short bill 
for tke reduction ol internal taxes and of tax gath- 
erers and official:-, and for the abolition of inquisi- 
tions into men's business. The people did not care 
so much about the amount they paid as about the 
manner in which they had to pay it. They did not 
want to Be Inquired of as to what they had for 
breafefast and for dinner and what they were going 
to have for supper. 
Mr. SCHHNCK said he had often heard this tali 
about small bills, put no man could spend any con- 
siderable time in studying the revenue system with- 
out finding out that it was contradictory and incon- 
gruous, and that If any part of it was Interfered 
with, provision must be made for other ports in con- 
sequence of those chances. This bill was desired by 
the Department. B was true that there were some 
eighty-six pages In it, but the delay bad not been oc- 
casioned half as much by the length of the bill as by 
speeches and interruptions. Referring to an allu- 
sion by Mr. Butler to Senator Sherman's bill, 
Mr. Schenck said that the gent'eman spoke unad- 
visedly about It. The chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee had introduced a bUl Indicating what 
taxes he wished dropped, Including much of what 
the pending bill provided, and having had It printed 
and made a speech upon it wound up by saying that 
he did not desire any action upon It until the House 
bill was disposed of; so that Instead of antagoniz- 
ing with the House the Senate was waiting for the 
Honse bill. 
Mr. €nnoic—Does not the gentleman know that 
the chairman of the Senate Finance Committee pro- 
poses to substitute his bill for this f 
Mr. SOHENCK—I do not so understand It 
Mr. CCTLLOH—I do. 
Mr. SOHENOK—Then you. are mistaken. 
Mr. MYKBS, (rep.) of Pa., declared himself opposed 
to the income tax and In favor of taxing distilleries 
according to their capacity, but admitted that the 
pending- Dili did not admit amendments for those 
purposes to oe offered. 
After further discussion by Messrs. Judd, Myers 
and Adsms, Mr. Schenck moved the previous ques- 
tion on the first section. The previous question was 
seconded, tutting off all further amendments, and 
the House proceeded to consider the second section, 
wn'ch permits the purchase by, or for tne use of, tne 
United States of any articles free of tax. 
On motion of Mr. INSBSSOLL, and after argument, 
the section was strlcfcen out.

Trial of Ballard, Ihe Child Whipper and 


Shooter—Sweater Brutality. 


Yesterday afternoon, and evening J. Ballard, tae 


Whltestone, Long Island, drugeist, who, it is alleged, 
shot at a little girl, Minnie Weaver, while she was 
watching Mm in the next yard, was examined be 
fore Justice Provost, at Fregano Hail, White=tone. 
Two complaints have been issued against him, one 
for cruelty to a half sister of his wife In beating her 
with his cane. The other for the alleged shooting. 
IjOng before the trial commenced people from White- 
stone and tne neighboring villages of Flushing and 
College Point began to arrive and the large hall was 
crowded. 


Ihe first witness called was Minnie Weaver. The 


substance of her testimony was the hearing of the 
cries of Sarah. Brush, both, on the evening of the 
a'lsged shooting and on the previous evening, and 
tlie scolding ot Sarah, both, by Mr. and Mrs. Ballard, 
on the evening in question and especially hearing 
Mrs. Ballard cau Sarah a liar. 
Jars. Agnes Bailey, residing opposite, testified very 
directly to the violent crying of Sarah Brush on 
Wednesday, tne evening before the alleged shoot- 
lag; the cries were screams, and lasted from five to 
ten minutes: never heard such cries Horn a child of 
hei age—fifteen or sixteen years. 


Mrs, 
Weaver testified that on the Friday evening 
subsequent Sarah Brush came to her while standing 
at the gate, and lifted up her hand, showing two bad 
cuts on the back of the hand- 
she stated 
to 
the 
witness 
on 
being 
questioned that 
a 
pin 
In 
her 
dress 
had 
pricked 
the 
little boy; that Mr. Ballard accused her of doing It 
purposely, which she did not. She said Ballard 
kicked her, beat her with his cane till he broke It, 
kicked her Into Uer bedroom and locked the door 
and kept Her there without supper that night and 
without breakfast and dinner the next day. She 
further said that her bacK was worse than her hand, 
and was bruised and sore, and was about to show 
Mrs. Weaver, her back when Mr. Bollard's little boy 
came around tne-corner. Sarah Brush Immediately 
pulled back, saying she was afraid he would tell Mr. 
Ballarel and that he would, whip her. 
For the defence Mrs. Baliard testified, that In t he 
afternoon and evening that tne cries were heard she 
had sat with the child all the while. The cross-ex- 
amination elicited the fact that Mr. Ballard had 
punished tlie child in the afternoon, but the witness 
was particular that the punishment was llijht, and 
did not hurt the child, also said her sitting up stairs 
in the room with Sarah Brush was unubual. She 
further stated (which counsel for defenca tried 
Strenuously to have overruled) that during the three 
years Sarah. Brush had resided with them she had 
never been sent to school. The testimony of Mr. Bal- 
lard was simply a denial of all, except the whipping, 
which, he said, was a light punishment. Saratt 
Brnsh, the 
child, who, it Is alleged, w«s 
cruelly treated, testified. She is a girl abont 
fifteen years of age, very thin and" cadaverous, with 
a half nlghtened took, and evidently was in great 
fear of Mr. Ballard. She denied in tola the testimony- 
of Mrs. Weaver. Said she saw her on the Friday 
referred to, but did. not say a word; that Mrs 
Weaver did not say a, word, out they onlylpoked at 
each other; said the punishment on the day in 
question was slight, and that she was not hurt. Bal- 
lard was tn court, and during the testimony of Sarah 
Binsh watched her with a fierceness nhich was 
noticed by all, and not, until the Court's attention 
was called to the fact did he desist in his silent 
attempt toaverawe this already overwhlpped girl. 
On the second charge, of alleged shooting, Mrs. 
Weaver testified that she heard the report of fire- 
arms, and that Her youngest child came running in, 
saying that Minnie was shot, she smelled powder, 
and that Minnie also said she was shot. 
Minnie and tbe younger child testified to the same, 
Minnie saying that she was looking through the 
fence when Sir. Ballard shot ner. 
The testimony of the physician was tnat ne 
thought the wounds iniffht nave been inflicted either 
by a blow or a fall, but not by a gun or pistol shot. 
A number of persons residing near did not hear 
the report or smell the gunpowder. 
The counsel were summing up the evidence last 
night. It was not expected that a decision would 
ba had last night The entire community nas been 
greatly excited, and great effort was required to 
Seep order in tne court room. Many of the Justices 
of the Peace la the county \vere present at the trial. 


A $20.000 DIAMOND SUIT. 


Au Enelisli Smuggler Brought to Grief in 


Jersey. 


The case of the United States vs John Wflliams 


was yesterday brought before the united states Dis- 
trict Court at Trenton, N. J, Jndge Nixon presiding. 
The defendant arrived to nils country from Bngiand 
early In the spring, on board the steamship Main, of 
the Bremen line, having in nis possession diamond 
jewelry to the value of $20,000, which he attempted 
to fraudnlently pass through, without paying the 
duty. Williams was subsequently arrested in Brook- 
lyn, and thence conveyed to the Mercer county Jail 
at Trenton,' N. J., where he now lies awaiting the 
sentence ot the court, Judge Stuart, of New York, 
and William B. Guild, Jr., of Newark, apneared for 
tne defence, Mr Keasbj, District Attorney, conduct 
ing the prosecution. 
The defence put forward the plea that Williams 
acted under the belief that the articles alluded to 
were not liable to duty, and therefore claimed a. ver- 
dict of acquittal. The prosecution, on the other 
hand, contended that In soon cases there was always 
a presumption of knowledge on the part of the ac- 
cused, and from the very fact that Williams had been 
engaged in the jewelry ousluess m England the plea 
set np by the defence was simply absurd. The law 
In the case having been explained by the Court the 
Jury returned a verdict of Builty. ane sentence of 
the Court will be pronounced to day.

He 
made an official statement of the condition of things 
at the front beyond Malone, which, relieved mm ana 
ms little command of the aspersions huberto pub- 
lished, which liave been corroborated by men stand- 
ing Here. 
General Starr, curing 
the 
late 


civil war, commanded the Second Kentucky 
Union cavalry, EUpatrick's division, and 
nas 


a good army record In the department at Washing- 
ton. He says lie arrived at Malone on Wednesday 
night, and learned tnat there were 1,200 men at tne 
front. He hired a conveyance and reached the front 
on Friday, where he found, stragglers and all, not 
over 200 men. Beyond the lines was Colonel Leary. 
with: 60 men. Keating the latter he read his Instruc- 
tions, assumed command and returned to the United 
States soil and organized the men present ana 
marcned them over the line to join Leary's com- 
mand to prevent them being molested by tne United 
States troops, then coming up. Jn mnstenne 
he 
found he bad los men. and immediately 
threw 
np a 
barricade and 
put 
out 
a 
picket of seventeen men. in the morning the British 
troops advanced In foi ce—the blxty-nintn regiment, 
four pieces of artillery, and seven hundred vo.un- 
teera forming the column. He saw It wonld be 
slaughter, if not downright murder, to resist sucli 
tremendous odds with a handful! of men. He or- 
dered the pickets to keep up a fire as the men fell 
back. The British troops nred volley after volley at 
theptckets. but in so wild a manner as to do no 
harm. At this" time Colonel Smith, with about 
one hundred Buffalo men, came up 
on the 
double quick, but tne were ordared to fall 
back with General. Starr's command. 
Tns re- 
treat to the American lines was conducted in 
an orderly and soldier-tike manner. General Starr 
says he never saw a set of men more determined or 
more anxious to accomplish something. Bat one of 
his pickets was struck, and he only received a spent 
ball lu the shoulder, which was extracted with'a 
common pocket knife after reaching the Ameri- 
can line. 
He says the stories of Fenian de- 
moralization and want of courage 
on 
tha 
field of battle are false and slanderous, and 
had there been a regular plan 
and good 
management at flr.it the men would hava 
given a good account of themselves. Femans nere 
who believed the first reports now give General 
Starr credit for being a brave and prudent officer 
in refusing to sacrtflce lives for braggadocio. 
Some Fenians from the Vi est, who hod chartered 
a propeller to take them to" Chicago, were refused 
their depaiture to-night, remonstrances having beea 
made on the ground that they intended to raid on 
Canada.

The contest m which tne English shareholders o 
tne Erie Railway are now engaged with tlie Amen 
can directors la of paramount importance for cap! 
talists in both, nations. The simple question to be 
decided b, whether the owners of railway property 
la the United Stales are to have any voice In its 
management or are to be lelt absolutely at the 
merci or a fen swindlers purporting to represent 
them, but ically sell elected and desnotic. It is 
needless here to recapitulate the earlier nistory of 
the conipiuy, 11 hlcn boasts an iniamons eminence, 
if It does not stand alone, among recent com- 
meictal scandals in the UniteO, States 
For our 
present purpose we need only remind our readers 
of proceedings reported rrom time to time in our 
own columns within the last few montns. At the 
beginning of this year things had come to such a 
pass that a committee was formed to protect the 
interests of our countrymen, TV ho, it appears hold 
no less than $30,000,000 out or the $70,000 000 of Enc 
Railway stock 
The first step of the "Erie Share- 
holders' Protection Committee" was to send out jiir. 
Hurt, partner in a well known firm of solicitors, 
•with, instructions "to enforce tlie legal rights of the 
shareholders in the federal courts of tne United 
States." In the meantime the precaution had been, 
taken of inviting English shareholders to Have their 
certificates stamped by tue committee, and no deal- 
ings in unstamped Erie shares were permitted on 
the London stock Exchange 
Tne object of this 
measure was to prevent tlie issue and sale of new 
shares pending the contemplated litigation. Mr. 
Burt accordingly proceeded to New York, where, how- 
ever, he found tne enemy fully prepiired to meet him. 
Indeed, no sooner did Messrs. Gould and Fisk, the 
Erie Railway Kings, Hear of the course taken on the 
London Stock Exchange than they made reprisals 
by refusing to register iny transfer of stamped Erie 
shares at alL The knowing ones at Sew lor!. Had 
always predicted flut no redress could be obtained 
agamst "Eue1' from the State courts or Legislature, 
and tne recent letter of our Philadelphia correspon- 
dent snows Out lie fulif s'lares their raitn la tne 
power of corruption. It does not clearly appear 
what legislative relief was claimed By Mr Burt on 
behalf of the English sharefolders. \\e presume, 
Jiowever.lt Wism the nature of a declaratory act, 
conferring on them a light of voting at the meetincs 
from whicn, on a technical ground, they nave actu 
ally been hitherto excluded. Thlsgranted, it would of 
course be possible Jortnem by degrees to reform the 
direction and to control the administration of their 
own attars, though not, we fear, to recover the mil- 
lions already squandered or pocketed in their name. 
But the f>"ew lore Legislature, not content with re 
losing their application, has, according to our cor- 
respondent, "passed two acts for the express pur- 
pose of aiding the Erie ring." The one makes it 
criminal for any lawyer to use against a. former client 
any Knowledge which he may nave acquired in nis 
professional character, tne othei multiplies fie confla- 
tions necessary for obtaining an injunction against 
a corporation. Tae alleged sim of the former is to 
deprive Mr Burt of assistance from a particular 
firm, whlcn had once been retained by the notorious 
Gould and Fisk; while that of tne latter is to bring 
the Erie case within tbe cognizance of judges "be- 
forehand pieuged to support the swioalers." 
JTelther is palpably unjust on the face of it, and had 
they both been passed by any other State Legislature 
in tne Union nicy might have excited no suspicion. 
The construction put upon them by our correspond- 
ent, uncharitable as it seems, derives its nroba- 
trtlity from tne known character of New TorE'legls- 
lation. 
* * * we venture to go considerably further 
and to anticipate that lionest men in the United 
States will before long rise up against the colossal 
jobbery and corruption ..f winch New York Is the 
IWibed, but which is rampantlyprevalettt at Wash' 
ingto-n, and is tne shame of American democracy. 
It is vain to pretend tuat Esrope is in any way re- 
sponsible for such, iniquities as are perpetrated in 
open day by American muiionnaires and sucn, in- 
trigues as are earned on daily in the loo- 
bies of tile CapitoL Tne city of New York, it may 
be, Is "the stnW of the Old WorlO,, ana tne abuses 
of its municipal government, as well as its subjeo 
tion to mob rule, may be partially explained by the 
mixed nature of its population. But the Legislature 
and Supreme court of I<ew York are not institutions 
of the city, they are institutions of the State, winch, 
as we are often told, possesses and exercises the 
Sswer of outvoting the city. Moreover the cltj of 


e\7 York is so immensely powenul an element in 
American soUety and politics that its degrada 
Ion cannot but 
affect and compromise tlie 
whole nation. II the standard of commercial mo- 
rality ip New York is lower than an} where else 
In tlie civilized wona, and if operations which in 
this country are regarded as crimes are there re- 
garded as masterpieces of financing, it concerns tue 
sovereign people of the United states to purge itself i 
of tae reproach. In saying this we say no mow 
than educated Americans fully admit, and the 
most respectable organs ol the American press have 
loudly and constantly proclaimed. Nor do we say 
It in any Pharisaical spirit. England, too, 1103 gone 
through her railway mania, and disclosures have oc- 
curred witum the last few years which show that 
unscrupulous money maUng is an aristocratic no 
lesa tliau a republican vice. 
Still, our Parlia- 
ment has never in its worst days boon ruled by 
speculators at all in the same degree dr sense in 
wnieh even the federal Legislature of the United 
.States is now ruled by them, nor lias Judicial prosti- 
tution ever bean otherwise than a scandalous ex- 
ception m England, we believe that it will yet be- 
«ome so in America, tnu it wtti require an

DESTSDCTIVE 


A Xlvcry Stable Destroyed—Liquor Saloou 


Hamascd—Attempt at Arson. 


The citj has of late been remaikaulj fiee fiom 


fiery visitations, but there were decided sjmptorns 
yesterday that tue epidemic of conflagrations which 
recurs with such unvarying sureness Is again upoi 
us. 
Tho first of the disasters or yesteidav o& 


curred at a 
quarter past two o'clock In 


tbe inornlng, at tue large three story build- 
ing coverings the gore formed by Broadway, 
Forty seventh street and Seventh avenue, the first 
flooi and basement occupied by William Ganlson, 
•who owned the building, as a Uvery stable; the sec- 
ond floor as the armory of the Second leglmeut ca\ - 
airy, N. G. S. N. Y , »nd the third floor by G. H. Fa 
gan as a wlndoiv shade manufactory. The names 
were first seen on the Seventh avenue stairway by 
the private watchman, who Is sure that they ongl- 
nated on tbe third floor and travelled down, but the 
firemen are 
certain they began on the first 
floor, as the 
body ot 
the fire was theie 


whan they arrived 
Wherever 
tne are be- 
gan It 
used 
the 
stairway as a 
passage, 
and, eating out the first aud third floors left 
the second almost untouched, tlie damage there 
being slight and chiefly by water. The other losses, 
however, are serious 
There were seventy eight 


horses in the stable at the time, which were all 
saved, as well as most of the harness; but twenty 
carriages and a large number of light wagons and 
other vehicles, some of which, belonged to private 
parties were destroyed. The loss of Mr. Garrison in 
stock is about 510,000 aaa on building $s,ooo, both 
covered by insurance. The loss of Mr. Faean will 
probably reach $6,000 but is covered by insurance. 
Nothing has yet been learned as to the origin of the 
disaster. 
The second fire occurred at quarter pastfour A. M., 
in the premises Ko. 732 Broadway, being discovered 
behind the counter in the liquor store of Ralph 
Reamer, on the first floor, among some waste. Tne 
damage to stock is estimated at $500; covered by 
policies for $2,500 in the Eagle and Manhattan com- 
panies. The building, which is owned by the Jones 
estate, is damaged to the extent of $50, and is in- 
sured. 
Jacob Hoffman, a barber, In the basement of 


jvo 5 Eldridge street, appeared at the Tenth pre- 
cinct station house yesterday aud repotted that he 
closed his shop at nine o'clock on the previous 
night, leaving ever} thing secure, but that when he 
opened in the morning he found that all the chairs 
had been piled m the centre of the room and fire 
applied to them, which had Incklly gone out after 
burning up two of them. The police are investi- 
gating this singular attempt at arson, out as jet 
have round no e'ue to the tnceudiarv. 


M ACCOMPLISHED DEAD BEAT.

By the British mall at this port yesterday we have 


the following special report of the third race of the 
international series between the yachts Sappho and 
Cambria. The narrative is spirited, enlivening and 
accurate, as have been our special accounts of the 
two preceding "events." 
Third Race Between tbe Sappho and Cum. 


bria. 


LoiiDON, May 19, 1870. 


The final heat In the series of matches between 


the Sappho and Cambria was sailed on Tuesday, the 
17th, and for the third time the American schooner 
proved victorious. 
After the fine performance o: 


the Sappho on tae occasion of the first match, and 
again in her "walK over" to Cherbourg and back on 
the subsequent Saturday, her triumph in the trian 
guiar races seemed to be regarded by the great bulk 
or British yachtmen as a foregone conclusion 
though not a few still clung to the hope fliatthe 
Cambria might yet redeem her lost laurels -to some 
extent by showing the way to the "flying Yankee' 
in the beat to windward to the flrot angle of the tri- 
angle. 


Their anticipation, it will be seen, was not des- 


tined to be f ulfllle J, but it must be confessed that thi 
result of the triangular race proved the Oambna to 
be a far more weatoerly vessel fian she had shown 
herself in her first encounter with the Sappho, and 
we understand that Mr. Ashlrary on the conclusion. 
of the match expressed himself highly satisfied n ith 
her last performance. 


THE MLSTEB AND STAKT. 


The start was appointed for beven A 41., and 


shortly after five the two yachts were taken in tow 
of the Tectis and Gem for the Sab Llshtship wluc1' 
for the third time, was selected as the place of reu 
dezvons. 


They arrived at the scene of action about twenty 


minutes to eight A. ST., and twenty minutes late1 
the preparatory gun. was fired and the comae given 
to the yachts— first, west-southwest; second, south 
east one-half east, third, north three quarters east 


The wind during the early morning was southwesl 


by west one lialf west, but at the time of the start i* 
came there west-southwest — alight whole sail breeze 
so that the course of the competitors In the beat to 
windward and along the first Bide of the triangle 
would lie almost parallel with the eastern coast of 
the Isle of Wight to a point about eight miles south 
ot St Catharines The starting signal was given at 
a quarter-paw eight A M , and both were off on tlie 
s arboard tack, the Cambria on the Sappho's 
weather beam— scarcely two bowsprit lengths apart. 


THE COURSE. 
The bearings atthe start were— Xab Light north 
one naif west; Culvers west one-half north. Tlie 
Eneli«h schooner set Dlain lower canvas and square- 
headed fore anfl main topsails, while the American 
earned mainsail and foresail, Inner and outer jilio, 
and staysail, and fore and main jib headers. About 
twenty minutes before the start the latter had sent 
up an enormous balloon topsail, but her captaiu ei i- 
dently thought better of it, as In le=s thau five mm 
utes it was sent down, and a working jib-headed 
malntopsall snostituted 
As they stootl off o>i the 
starboard tack the Sappho began gradually to driw 
out from under her opponent's lee, and the latter 
seemingly not likim the looK of matters, T\ one ibout 
in hot haste on the opposite tack, and made a board

were compelled to make from the Culvers across 
Sandown Bay she improved her position lu a most 
marked manner, being nearly a mile ahead, when 
she went about under the cuffs west of Sandoivn 
Here, keeping close to shore, the Cambria made a 
succession of short boards along the side of the 
shoal off Shanklm, "cheating the tide;" but the 
American, apparently not lancying these tricks, for 
some time continued to stand out further seaward— 
though ultimately the lee tide compelled her to go 
about and join her opponent under the shore.

In the meantime, however, the Cambria had 
gradually made up her leeway, and off Bonchurcli, 
at ten minutes to eleven, the two vessels were close 
together, the Sappho on the port and her opponent 
on the starboard tact At this juncture the English 
schooner displayed the only bit of smartne-s she ex- 
hibited throughout the race. As the two yachts met 
on opposite tacks the Camnrla shot across the Sap- 
pho's bows, and, jamming her helm hard down, 
went about on the starboard tack, fairly on her 
opponent s weather bow, the two heading in for 
shore, scarcely fifty yards apart. The manoeuvre 
was 
beautifully executed, 
and Mr. Douglas' 
schooner was for once lairly caught napping. Hav- 
ing now got her opponent well to leeward the Cam- 
bria resumed her old short-board tactics, which ena- 
bled her to improve her position gradually on the 
Sappho's weather, as the latter had no alternative

At this stage of the race the weather, which had 
been threatening during the whole morning, came 
in so intensely hazy that It was Impossible to make 
out the position of the two yachts with any certainty, 
but when thev were sighted together while on 
opposite tacks" the Cambria still held the weather 
gauge. 


AN ESCAPE. 
Between Bonclmrch and Ventnor, however, she 
had a narrow escaped coming to sudden glief, as, 
in her anxiety to stick to the land, which wag visible 
only here and there at intervals in dim outline 
through the mist, she twice perceptibly "smelt" the 
rocks, the after part of her keel actually grounding 
and hanging for a second or two. It was a critical 
moment, but fortunately the way she had on was 
sufficient to carry her over the danger, and she es- 
caped without suffering material lujuri, though it 
"was a very narrow shave. 


TACKING. 
Between Ventnor and St. Catharines tne English 
schooner tacked fourteen tines in succession on the 
Sappho's weather, but after a last tack the former 
was fain to abandon her favorite Short-board 
tactics and make a long reach to the south 
west la order to retch the Tectis, which, by 
tnls time had taken np her allotted position at the 
end of the twenty mile heat to windward aud an- 
chored In torty-flAe fathoms of water. 


BSiBI.NGS. 


The bearings at the turning point were St. Catha- 
rines Light north-northeast, about seven miles and a 
half distant: Keedles north by west half west, ana 
the Foreland just open through Dunsmore northeast 
by east. When well cleared ol the island the yachts 
found bright weather, the fog lifting every moment; 
but as they made a long stretch on the stai board tack 
th e superior power or the American began to t£ll the 
inevitable tale, and she rapidly foiereacned and 
weathered on the Cambria, the wind having by this 
tune freshened into a spanking breeze. 
At twelve minutes past one tlie Sappho went about 
on the starboard tack to fetch the markboat, and as 
she stood head on for the steamer, tearing through 
the water In splendid style aud standing to her can- 
vas upright as a honse, the spectacle she 
presented to those on board was truly magnificent. 
While In tlie act of ronndmg she seemed literally to 
burst, so to speak, into a cloud of "muslin"— her 
enormous balloon jib, jib topsail and main top- 
mast staysail being run op aud sheeted home with, 
inconceivable rapidity, and by the time she was 
falny abcnt on the starboard tack for the eastward 
every stitch, of canvas was drawing. 
The Cambria was not nearly so smart with her 
running canvas as her opponent; indeeJ, by the 
.imeshehad set ner balloon jib and staysail , niam- 
topmast staysail and large square-headed gafftopsails 
the Sappho was fully a mile ahead.

The United States Naval Academy at this place ia 


now in the midst of Its annual examinations lor the 
graduation of the senior class and the advancement 
of the remaining three classes one grade nearer the 
end of their course. The excitement and jollifica- 
tion incident to the boat race, and the overwhelm- 
ing victory won by the middies, have now subsided,

The \ew Election taw of Congress—Sauirm- 


ingr and Dodging of tho Repeaters. 


The President yesterday approved the bill 


recently passed by Congress entitled "An aci 
to enforce the right of citizens of the United 
States to vote in the several States of this 
Union, and for other purposes." It fulminates 
the fifteenth amendment in some of its sections, 
and in others it lays down certain rules, the 
general aim of which is to secure the purity of 
the ballot box in elections of representatives, 
to provide that the fabric of national govern- 
ment shall not be undermined by fraudulent 
practices at the polls. Certainly this is a good 
and honest aim. Laws to prevent dishonesty 
or to punish it are harmless and ineffective 
pieces of paper if the dishonesty described in 
them has no existence; but if that dishonesty 
is found to be a serious and growing evil such 
laws must be satisfactory to all lovers of fair 
play, to the millions who are honest, and can 
be oppressive only to the rogues. 


But it is argued against the present law that 


it is an encroachment upon the rights of the 
people, because to legislate to this effect 
transcends the power of Congress. This say- 
irfg that Congress is constantly exercising

is 
the 
poll 
parrot 


utterance 
of 
a 
sore-headed 
opposition 


that wastes itself ia drivel. One of the con- 
stitution doctors of that opposition prates thus 
of the law:—"The bill which has passed both 
houses of Congress by a strictly party 
vote purports to have been passed under the 
fifteenth amendment 
of 
the constitution. 


There is, of course, no other authority that 
can be pretended for it, since the constitution, 
in its original purity, and down to the time of 
the alleged adoption of the fifteenth amend- 
ment, took no notice of the qualifications of 
electors even for any federal office, excepting 
to provide that in choosing Eepresentatives in 
Congress the same persons should have the 
right to vote who have it under the laws of 
the respective States in choosing the members 
of the most numerous branch of the Stati 
Legislature." Now this is the ignorance of 
man who expounds a constitution he neve 
read. There Is no point clearer, and theri 
are few points so clear in our constitutiona 
law, as that Congress has supreme and un- 
qualified power, whenever it may choose to 
assert it over the whole subject of the elec- 
tion of Representatives in Congress. 
That 


power it asserts in this bill, and it distinctly, 
specifically and expressly declares that It 
asserts no more. It is even a gratuitous 
assumption to treat this bill as "purport- 
ing to have been passed under the fif- 
teenth 
amendment," 
since 
it 
does not 


necessarily rest 
upon that part of the 


constitution. In the first article of the consti- 
tution, sectionfour, are the following words :— 
"The times, places and manner of holding 
elections for Senators and Representatives shall 
be prescribed in each State by the Legislature 
thereof; but the Congress may at any time by 
law make or alter such regulations, except as 
to the place of choosing Senators." If this is 
not an authority how can authority be given? 
Here is only oae limitation upon the power of 
Congress to sweep away every line of State 
law on the subject of the election of members 
and to put in place of that law the will of the 
nation as expressed through Congress. Any 
arrangements as to the election of Congress- 
men hitherto made in the States Congress may 
modify, or it may completely substitute others ; 
only it shall not legislate as to the place of 
choosing Senators. 
All, therefore, that Is in 


this so-called fifteenth amendment bill is as 
clearly within the authority of the national 
legislature, under the "constitution as it was,"' 
as is tne power to pass a naturalization law. 


Not only, therefore, are the objectors to 


the bill—the rogues who feel the 
halter 


draw—Ijnorantly wrong in their constitu- 
tional point, but they axe pitifully maladroit 
in the squirm they make to the effect that 
if Congress thus asserts power over the elec- 
tion of members the State may put all other 
elections on some other day. This poor dodge 
might avail if Congress did not see fit there- 
upon to declare that members should be 
chosen upon the day of the general State elec- 
tion; but it is a clear acknowledgment of what 
the repeaters fear. Congress puts the election 
in the hands of United States marshals, and 
empowers these officers to call upon the mass 
of the people, or the militia, or the land and 
naval forces of the United States, to guarantee 
a fair vote. If the election is overlooked by 
soldiers, officered by resolute men, who have 
and can have no stake in the civil contest, a 
gang of repeaters will not walk up to a poll 
in this city and deposit votes by the handful in 
defiance of the authorities, or with the assent 
of the authorities. We will fairly get at the 
real political complexion of places like this 
city—and upon the election of Congressmen 
we shall at least have a point of comparison 
tojudje of other elections—even if enforced 
honesty on one ticket shall not secure a like 
benefit on all the rest. 


ANOTHER FOOLHARDY ADTENTURE.—A little 


steamer, twenty-one feet long, called the City 
of Eagusa, we are informed, was advertised to 
leave Liverpool yesterday for New York, with 
a ship's crew consisting of two men, the cap- 
tain and his mate, and with a Newfoundland 
dog as passenger.

and in the event of a successful crossing of the 
Atlantic we cannot perceive that anything will 
be gained by ifc beyond the profitless glory of 
a foolhardy adventurer, like that of the hero 
of the circus who passes through some fearful 
feat in trapeze swinging without breaking his 
neck, or of the foolish fellow who walks suc- 
cessfully across the chasm of the Niagara 
river on a wire with another fool on his back. 
Yet we hope that whatever may be the fate of 
this aforesaid liliputian steamer, 'the two 
daring mariners will be saved, for there must 
be good-stuff in them; and that if the poor dog 
comes through alive Mr. Bergh, the President 
of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, will immediately take charge of him.

The returns of the late election present some 


curious features. 
The vote for Associate 


Judges of the Court of Appeals, for instance, 
was four hundred and seventeen thousand two 
hundred and forty-six, of which Mr. Rapallo and 
Mr. Martin Grover received over eighty thou- 
sand votes each. It would thus appear that the 
candidates from the city found- much favor in 
the State; for the countrymen must have 
voted pretty extensively for 'them. No doubt 
they regarded the city nominees as quite as 
well qualified for the office as any of the 
rural candidates. 
The copious list which we 


publish to-day will show many of the curiosi- 
ties of the late canvass. 
It is evident that 


two of the republican Judges were elected 
by democratic votes in this city. 
Another 


little curiosity in the developments of the 
late canvass is that in all probability five- 
eighths of the Inspectors of Election will not 
bo able to qualify. 
What happens in this 


case? 
Of course the places to which they 


were elected must be declared vacant. In 
this emergency Mayor Hall will have the 
appointment of about seven-eighths of the 
Inspectors of Election. We presume from 
his established judgment in public matters 
and the discretion which ha generally exer- 
cises that the seven-eighth portion of the 
inspectors appointed by the Mayor will be 
much more acceptable than the five-eighths 
elected and not qualified. 


The canvass shows a very small vote 


throughout the State, thus sustaining the 
opinion -which we have already 
expressed, 


;hat the election went by default. It is, in 
fact, no indication at all of the results of the 
coming fall election. 
There may be a won- 


derful revolution before that event comes 
around. 
The republicans paid little heed to 


the spring elections, because they knew that, 
with all the compromises and compacts for 
>lsce and power which so many of their 
most active members had accepted, there 
was no chance of making a good fight. The 
statistics show that not quite half the vote cast 
in 1S6S was represented at the polls in 1870. 


Prim Promises. 


What does he promise? He promises to

The Wyoming

While the people of the United States will 


rejoice that the heroism of the officers and 
crew of the Kearsarge for the victory over the 
Alabama has been recognized by Congress in 
a substantial manner, they will 
sincerely 


regret that the bill appropriating prize money 
to the officers and crew of the United States 
steamer Wyoming, due for good work and 
gallant services rendered in the destruction of 
Japanese vessels and in the bombardment of 
land batteries in the straits and town of 
Simona-Saki, in the year 1863, has, 
after 


being cut down from the original appropria- 
tion of two hundred thousand dollars to one 
hundred thousand, finally been laid upon the 
table in the House. It will be recollected that 
the Japanese government paid to the United 
States six hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
as indemnity for wantonly firing upon the 
American bark Pembroke, and otherwise in- 
sulting onr flag during the darkest hours of 
the rebellion. From this indemnity fund the 
appropriation for the officers and crew of the 
Wyoming, who so promptly avenged the 
national honor, and taught the Japanese a 
lesson they remember to this day, was ordered 
to be taken, and it is humiliating to any 
American sense of justice that it should be 
withheld for a single day. Congress cannot 
do a more patriotic act than by taking up this 
Wyoming appropriation bill and passing it 
without delay.

Cousnws Yesterday. 


A bill was reported in the Senate yesterday 


in furtherance of Cyrus W. Field's idea of a 
Pacific telegraph cable. It incorporates the 
Pacific Submarine Company, and grants it a 
subsidy of five hundred thousand dollars a 
year for twenty years, after the completion of 
telegraphic 
communication to China and 


Japan. When this line is completed Puck's 
work will be done. A girdle will be put round 
the earth in forly minutes, and it will be a 
girdle of such intelligence as Puck himself 
never dreamed of. The executive session of 
the Senate was devoted mainly to the discus- 
sion of a reciprocity treaty with the Sand- 
wich Islands, and an evening session was held, 
in which a private bill was passed over the 
President's veto — the first case of the kind 
during the present administration. 


The shipping interest bill was proceeded 


with ia the House, and the previous question 
was moved and ordered. Mr. Lynch pro- 
ceeded to explain the merits of the bill, but 
when the voting came nearly all the amend- 
ments were rejected, and the bill itself was 
refused a third reading and recommitted to 
the Special Committee on the Decline of 
American Commerce. This ends all further 
discussion of it for the present session, and 
most likely consigns Mr. Lynch's special plan 
for reviving American commerce to the tomb 
of the Capulets forever. This is to be re- 
gretted; but probably Mr. Chandler's bill, just 
introduced in the Senate, may be more accept- 
able to the inland members, and consequently 
more likely to pass. The Internal Tax bill 
was next taken up and discussed, but without 
any important action. 


)Oiuted "soreheads." It is only the old story 
of the fox, the flies and the swallow. As for 
the other offices mentioned, they are of second- 
ary importance, and may be filled with new- 
men at any time without stirring up that ferS- 
eious conflict among the spoilsmen, the "ins" 
and the "outs," which is sure to follow the 
appointment of a new Collector. 


PUBLIC PEEE BATHS.—We are glad to see 


that the new Department of Public Works, 
under the management of Mr. Tweed, is mak- 
ng ample provision for the construction of 
public baths, free to the people. Better still, 
the work is to be done quickly, before the hot 
weather is upon us. This city, counting its 
million and a half of people—including, of 
ourse, our neighbors in the immediate vicini- 
y and the fluctuating population dropping in 
rom the country—ought to have bathing ac- 
ommodations on both the rivers which encom- 
ass the island. It is useless for the Board of 


Health to prescribe sanitary regulations for 


prevention of disease if we do not furnish 


our large working population -with the means 
most essential of all in the preservation of 
health—opportunities for cleanliness. 
The 


necessity of public free baths is therefore 
apparent, and it is satisfactory to observe that 
the Commissioners of Public Works have gone 
into the matter earnestly. 


THE CONSERVATIVE CANDIDATES recently 


declared elected in Richmond, Va., by the 
canvassers have declined to accept the offices 
unless the counting ont of the radicals was 
fair, and they invited their late opponents to 
contest the case in the courts.

RAILKOAD MAKIA. IN NEW JEESET.—A per- 


fect railroad mania prevails at this time in 
New Jersey, no less than eight new lines being 
in the course of construction.

If a true spirit had actu- 
ated the State at the commencement of rail- 
way enterprises, or rather railway monopolies, 
within her boundaries, New Jersey would be 
at least fifty years in advance of her present 
position.
